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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

1. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

Claims 28-33, 45-49 and 51 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed 
invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

The only two independent claims, namely claims 28 and 51 recite "An article comprising 
a machine readable medium . . . selected from the group consisting of . . . a fransmission from an 
Internet server". Since the fransmission from an Internet server may be a signal, which is merely 
a form of energy, the claims fail to fall within any of the statutory categories of invention, note 
paragraphs 0034 and 0035 of the specification. 

Contrary to applicants' remarks, the grouping set forth in claims 28 and 51 includes a 
carrier wave. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-10, 15-27 and 34-43 are allowed. 

Conclusion

the same invention claimed in the earlier application and could have been finally rejected on the 
groimds and art of record in the next Office action if they had been entered in the earlier
